That tin-coated, copper braided wire 
is manufactured by а number of elec 
tronie suppliers for use as ground straps. 
A double-thickness type (good for pick- 
up brushes) is produced as а sleeve for 
‘microphone cables. 


SANDING TIP 
I have a suggestion to make concern- 
Е the use of Flexi-Grit sandpaper or 
any sandpaper when used with a sanding 
block. Put a layer of foam rubber about 
Ye-inch thick around the block. This 
will prolong the life of the sandpaper 
by about three or four times. When used 
wet, the sanding surface will stay moist 
longer since the foam rubber does 
absorb water.

... and how to build the models 


; DOUBLE POWER | 


Installing a pair of engines in this dragster should challenge 
any model builders ingenuity. The matched powerplants 
in this 184-mph rail are 383-inch Chevy V-8's carrying 
GMC blowers and Hilbom fuel injection. topped with 
identical tapered air scoops. The real thing, at home at 
Quincy Automotive, Santa Monica, is a great example of 
fine workmanship. The body is fully enclosed around the 
driver, there is a parachute directly behind his head, and 
sharply sloped windshield deflects the highspeed 
slipstream. Front suspension, with its unusual coil springs 
and shock absorber units, will add a distinctive and novel 
touch to the finished model.

atmospheric pressure to force the fast 
moving airgas mixture into the с 
blen chambers: so that calls for а 
blower to do this supercharging job. 
With all this power, a stock cam wont 
do, so a high speed cam, like an Is- 
Kenderian, should go on. 

This engine, if real, would run blaz- 
ing hot: so to cool it, install a finned 
valve cover, the multiple fins giving 
additional cooling surfaces, plus a boss 
look thats worth extra points in any 
contest. Now insall headers instead of 
the stock exhaust pipes to get rid of the 
gases as fast as possible. 

‘There are plenty of other ways of 
souping up an engine, and to do it right 
is fun. A good idea is to pick up any 
of the big car magazines, such as Popu- 
lar Hot Rodding and see if you can 
figure out how to use your Revell cus- 
tom engine and speed equipment parts 
1o make your model power plant exactly 
like the real ones described.

А distinctive custom idea for full-sized 
cars is matching the radius of the front 
wheel wells to the rear. Here is how to 
add the feature to any plastic КИ, dem- 
‘onstrated by George Barris, styling con- 
sultant to AMT.

Now the track must be taped for con- 
tact; we bonded in 3/16-inch wide braid. 
The track is ready for use, but don't 
forget to slip in the fence ends. They 
can be made from scrap masonite, glued 
into their precut slots. 

For round trips, we have included a 
turn-around at the top. To avoid a dual 
slot or hand reversing the transformer, 
‘we have set up а switch that is tripped 
‘automatically by the car, reversing the 
current. If you wish to make full-circuit 
round trips, a similar loop and switch 
may be added at the bottom of the 
climb. 

The possibility exists for two or three 
lanes to be built into the track for club 
use. Remember, however, that if you 
are going up and back both with more 
than one lane you cannot chicane 
where (o save space or you can 
accidents. For quicker times, you might 
try brakes on the hand controllers

INTERNATIONAL RULES for Road Racing 


Electric car racing has mushroomed around the world with a minimum. 
of organization. If it is to survive and flourish, it must be standardized, 
much as is model railroading. This is bound to come. The end result will 
surely be more than one scale, but whatever sizes result, they must be 
maintained, 
Jus how did the sport originate? And where is it today? It all began 
in England about eight years ago. And by the time it caught hold in this 
country, there were some basic rules already set down, which have per- 
mitted clubs here to standardize and race with each other. In fact, cars 
are regularly mailed around the world to compete in international events. 
There are loose ends in the rules, and individual clubs often set up 
minor variations. But the major rules have stood through the years, 
indicating that they are sound. The current regulations are known as the 
Aintree Standards, Although they were not written until 1961, they came 
directly from the Southport Standards, written in 1955. The difference is 
that Southport was гай racing, while Aintree is slot racing. Since slot 
racing is most popular in the United States, we will list its rules: 
1. All models тим be built lo 1/32 scale with tolerance plus or 
minus 1/16-inch. 
The cars may be fitted with any type of electric motor capable of 
of operating on 12 volts D.C. and suitable for the required scale. 
No car must exceed the maximum overall width of 2% inches. 

|. No projections are allowed beneath the car other than the steering 
guide and contacts. 
АШ cars must be scale models of fullsize prototypes. 
All cars must carry drivers. 
Maximum length of guide, measured from extreme front to extreme 
rear, must not exceed 34-inch. 
The guide must not project more than 14-inch below track level. 
This to be checked by a simple jig having а slot Ys-inch deep. If 
the front wheels turn, then the guide depth must be reduced, 
The slot width in the track surface must not exceed 14-inch. 
The contact surfaces on each side of the slot must be at least 
ch wide. 
Looking in the direction of travel, the positive contact must be on 
the left side of the slot, the negative on the right. 

‘The rules marked (*) vary between clubs. In some cases they are as 
read with local additions. 

The rules specify 1/32 scale, by far the most popular. What confuses 
many beginners in this country is the fact that many manufacturers 
Produce cars and advertise them as 1/32 when they are not. Unless they 
Actually measure out to scale they are not accepted. Be careful to check 
any car in question for true scale. 

Because clubs in this country are meeting. either in person or by mail, 
it is essential to standardize the rules so that all cars have ап equal chance 
when away from the home track. Such а move could pave the way for 
ап International Championship or à World Point Champion via a series 
ОР races throughout the world. You can do your share by observing and 
upholding the rules. When everyone competes on an equal basis a victory 
has real importance.

‘The."250" Ferrari Testa Rosa was one 
of the most unusually-styled cars ever 
seen in International competition. The 
Scaglletti shell combined the graceful 
design of a “one-off” custom Touring 
type of body, with the brute size and 
full-bore "go" long associated with Fer- 
rari team cars. With Strombecker's ver- 
sion of the car as a base, it is fairly 
simple to build a racing replica of this 
famous machine. The Strombecker Fer- 
rari was evidently scaled from the Von 
Neumann Testa Rosa, complete with 
the number eleven made famous by 
John in West Coast competition. Our 
restyling job combines the best features 
of this machine, with the Inter team cars 
which were raced by the factory at 
Sebring, Florida. 

We began our conversion by remov- 
ing the frame, driver, steering wheel, 
and decals. The shell was then thor- 
oughly sanded (о remove burred edges 
and parting lines. The headlight holes 
were filled with Plastic Balsa, and 
shaped as if they had the proper clear 
plastic covers. Small ripples and dimples 
in the shell were filled with body putty. 

The first step toward filling the Fer. 
rari body is to build a balsa wood "dam" 
three and a half inches long, and an 
inch wide. Cover one side with Scotch. 
tape and clamp it to the inside of the 
shell, with the slick tape-side facing out- 
ward to act as a smooth release surface. 
Pack facial tissue into the pocket be- 
tween the outside of the body and the 
inner frame wall, On top of this build-up 
а layer of Plastic Balsa. When this has. 
set-up, spread another layer, and another,

until the cavity has been completely 
filled, and the wheel wells fared into 
the body. Saw a block of medium hard 
balsa tọ 1% by 36 by (e inches. Shape 
this to fit under the tail section, resting 
flat on the two body frame rails. When 
this has been securely glued in place 
(we used epoxy glue), build up the tail 
by faring the block into the body with 
Plastic Balsa. Fill the indented square in 
the tail (it is too high) and add enough 
plastic to round off the rear, which is 
Quite flat. DO NOT FILL the spaces 
above the block. These wil be used 
later for adding weight to the finished 
саг. Remove the balsa dam from the 
filled side, and repeat the body filling 
(figure А) process on the other side 
of the shell. 

When everything is dry and hard, be- 
gin shaping the body (figure B) with a 
medium file, and work gradually down 
(о fine, open-coat sandpaper. Smooth 
the body lines, shape the tail section, 
and roll the body under along the sides. 
Since the Plastic Balsa is quite porous, 
spread а thin layer of body putty over 
the plastic, which will seal the surface 
and fill any fine cracks between the 
wood and plastic. After this has been 
sanded, spray on several coats of gray 
primer. This will complete the filling 
process, and show up any irregularities 
in the body surfaces. 

Pencil-in the side vents which are 
7/16 long, and 9/32nds of ап inch 
high. Drill a small hole (figure C) in 
each corner, and carefully cut between. 
the holes with a broken piece (figure D) 
of coping saw blade. It is a bit tick- 
lish getting the blade started, but once

it is through, the plastic cuts like hot 
butter. After pulling the facial tissue 
stuffing from (figure E) the open vent 
holes, true the cutouts with a small 
flat file. The back of the vent is made 
from a small piece of thin wood, care- 
fully fitted and glued. Caps at the top 
and bottom are filled (figure Е) with 
body putty and sanded. The square hole 
їп the rear (centered between the tail 
lights and top and bottom of the tail) 
is cut out and filled with а thin piece 
of wood measuring 3/8h by Sethe 
This piece meets the body at the bottom, 
with the top tilted inward about l/8th 
of an inch. The heat extractor holes 
are drilled, sawed and fled into shape 
with а small гичайей file. If the saw 
blade slips, or the plastic chips during 


all of this drilling and cutting, don't 
fret; finish the cutouts and then fil 
these booboos with body putty. 

The prototype cars carried their 
grills close to the front of the nose. The 
grill im the Strombecker version is set 
‘well back, probably to simplify their 
mass-production die. This can be re- 
moved in a few seconds, via a drill hole 
and thin saw blade. The Model Car 
Science "250" sports a grill cut from 
regular aluminum fly screening held їп 
place by а bead of epoxy. It is quite a 
bit out of scale, but is strong, and adds 
a certain amount of dimension to the 
nose. There are small bubbles on either 
side of the nose section which were not 
on the prototype. These were removed 
by carefully sawing out a quarter-inch 


section (figure G shows one cut, and 
‘one stock) on cach side. The small re- 
maining indentations were filed with 
риму, and all nose surfaces sanded clean, 
Finish off with а small threecornered 
file, scribing a line across the nose 10 
indicate where the nose piece attaches 
to the body, (Figure H) 

Following the lines in the head rest, 
saw out the gas cap section (this was 
always removed in competition), and 
ream the hole smooth. Our recessed gas 
cap was made from an old 24th-scale 
Strombecker knock-off hub, with the 
ears filed off and a dash of silver paint 
aded. We mounted it (after the body 
had been completely finished and paint. 
ed) by sticking a small piece of Scotch 
tape across the opening in the head 
rest, pushing the filler cap up through 
the hole until it stuck to the tape. and 
then spread glue across the bottom. This 
held it in place until the glue had set, 
Keeping plue off of the painted surfaces. 

If you are going to make exhaust 
pipes, fit them before painting the body. 
‘This way, the body can be shaped to 
fit the pipes, which simplifies the whole 
procedure. Our pipes were fabricated 
from pieces of brass tubing, bent and 
soklered into shape, and epoxyed to the 
fitted shell after it had been painted. 

Just before we began the painting 
process, we carefully scribed new door 
lines, amd followed all other body lines 
wih a small three-cornered file. Then. 
сате a good heavy coat of gray primer, 
followed by a pumice rub, two coats of 
red lacquer, and a final light rub. The 
cockpit, tarp, hood straps and front of 
the hood sirscoop, were painted flat 
black. The decals were cut down a bit, 
to bring them into scale. Ferrari сте 
bleme were brush painted with enamel 
on lightweight paper. cut out, and glued 
wih Wilhold glue. We painted the 
headlight covers silver, and glued tan 
(shopping tag paper) crash tape over 
them, leaving slight gaps for the silver 
to, shine through. When the paint and 
glue had thoroughly dried. the car was 
given a wax rub, which makes it sparkle 
and protects the finish from finger- 
prints and ой. 

"The stock ear weighed 3 ounces; ПА 
оп the front wheels, and ПИ on the 
rear wheels Through trial amd error, 
we discovered that this “ideal” 50%/ 
50% distribution was fine for the full- 
‘ized prototypes, but was extremely un- 
Suited for electric car racing. Our final 
‘optimum total weight was 4¥4 ounces: 
‘with 1Y at the front, and 3 at the rear, 
for а 33.3396f/66.66%r distribution. 
‘This balance was achieved by packing 
small bits of lead into the hollow spaces. 
(figure 1) above the tail block We an- 
chored them im place by packing the 
soft, children’s modeling.

ROAD RACING GUIDES 


It is no secret that one key to winning at slot track racing 
is keeping the guide unit in the track slot. The best way to do 
this would be to try and drive the guide solidly into the slot 
so that the more the car would try to leave, the more guide 
would want to stay 

їп conventional systems, а guide pin or blade sticks into 
the track groove, Thus, it positions the contacts and guides 
the car around the track. However, there are important modi. 
fications to this system, and ме will explore two of them. 
One is called the sliding guide, and cars using it are com- 
monly referred o as sleds; the other type is the fallaway. 
Which does a fascinating job. 

Sleds were developed several years ago by mating a guide 
pin and two roller pickups working on a crow torsional arm. 
The object was for the torsion arm to force the two rollers 
io maintain solid contact with the track contact strips. To. 
perform well, the total car weight was needed to force good 
torsion pressure. Consequently, the front axle floated and 
the front wheels rolled, supporting nothing. It was really three- 
point racing. 

Tt wasr 


long before someone found that a car could be 
made to go faster if the roller was locked and the car did 
on it. Then the pin was replaced with a blade guide, but the 
principle retained. The torsion arm was eliminated and pres- 
sure maintained by having the weight of the car press the 
guides braided wire tightly to the track surface. The total 
effect — front wheels floating — was maintained. It is easy 
to see that the guide will hold in the turns more effectively 
than with conventional styles, but is it proper or fair? This is 
up to the clubs; there are strong feelings on both sides. 

The fallaway system began as a technique to improve the 
sled In this case, the wheels support the car front and the 
guide system falls away into the groove. There are various 
Ways to maintain fallaway pressure for constant contact in. 
cluding weight on the fallaway unit, or downward spring ас 
tion created via rubber bands or small coil springs. 

Hard acceleration with excessive spring pressure will cause 
the front of the car to Пом and in some cases do wheel 
stands down the straight. With the proper balance of pressure 


it is possible to maintain good contact and keep all four 
Wheels on the surface, except over bumps when the front will 
float smoothly and realistically into the air. Cars with long 
fallaways, swinging from nes

Other car in à curve and return to the track surface without 
breaking power contact. How authentic can it get?
